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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because it appears that reference character "426" 
in Figure 5b should be changed to -41 0-. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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3. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims require a first member, a second member and a third member but it is 
unclear what is the relationship (i.e., placement, position and function) of each 
member with respect to the others. 



4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Cianciotto (U.S. 5,562,456). 

Cianciotto discloses an apparatus comprising a first member, a second member 
and a third member. The first member has a first end and a second end. An 
indentation is provided at both the first end and the second end of the first 
member.

With regard to claim 2, the first member is shaped like a channel since it is 
hollow. 

With regard to claims 3 and 9, portion 40b of the first member is curved and 
inherently has the shaped of a hanger and the capability of being used as a 
hanger. 

With regard to claim 4, the second member is comprised of a first portion and a 

second portion. The first portion is attached to a first end of the first member and 

the second portion is attached to a second end of the first member. 

With regard to claim 5, the second member is attached to the middle of the first 

member. 

With regard to claim 6, the third member is a composite part of the second 
member. 

With regard to claim 7, the third member is a composite part of the second 

member and acts as a handle since it secures the tie thereto. 

With regard to claim 8, a meeting point of the second and third members is 

curved. 

With regard to claims 10-15, the method steps are disclosed in the rejections to 
the apparatus claims.
